Rescuers "Wear Gas Masks 


And Work in Relays 


In Disaster 


Providence, Ky.—3V-F. V. Ruck- 


man, co-operator of the Duvin Coal 
company, announced today rescue 
squads had reached entries in which 
19 of 28 miners were trapped by an 
underground blast and reported all 
of the 19 were dead. 


Ruckman said the rescue party of 


20-odd men then pressed on toward 
the entry in which the nine others 
were trapped. Little hope was held 
for their safety. 


The men listed by mine company 


officials as being in the 
entries 


where the dead were found were: 


Bob May, 39; Bernard Barnes, 45, 


foreman; Richard Byron. 32, 'a fore- 
man; 
Ira Campbell, 45, Randall 


Green, 40; Earl Woodring, 32; D. B. 
Barnes, 23, son of Bernard Barnes; 
.George Clark, 45, Negro; Lee Mit- 
chell, 38, Negro; Dan Byron, 66; 
Forrest Dunbar, 31; Ellis Chandler, 
35, Negro; Hobart Williams^ 43, Ne- 
gro; Ned Fugate, 19; James Gather, 
31, Negro; George Springfield, 27, 
Negro; Arthur Little, 38; Carl Hol- 
loman, Jr., 22; David Ivy, 27, Negro. 


The younger Barnes and Fugate 


were the only unmarried men in the 
group. 


Reach Entries 


Ruckman received a telephone 


call from James Fugate of the res- 
cue party and announced they had 
reached the entries where 19 men 
were. 


"Did they find them," he was ask- 


ed. 


"Yes, thev found some of them." 
"Did 
they find all the men?" 


"They didn't have to." 
The 19 were in two parallel dig- 


gings about 1,200 feet from the shaft 
and approximately 250 feet below 
the surface. The nine others missing 
are in another section approximate- 
ly the same distance from the bot- 
tom of the shaft and about 200 feet 
underground.' 


Those listed in the entry- not yet 
reached by the rescuers were:- 


Arch Gold, 43, a foreman; Rud- 


dell Little. 30; Charles Wallace, 34; 
Sike Boyd, 48, Negro; Clyde Cole, 
26: Gordon Hodge, 40; Wanda Wil- 
liams, 28, Negro; Allen Chambers, 
28, Negro, and Elmer Sales, 48. All 
are married. 


Rain which started about 8 a. m. 


drove hundreds of relatives, friends 
and the curious to shelter. 
Many 


wives had remained awake 
all 


night. 


Blast Last Night 


The explosion occurred about 7 


o'clock p. m. last night 


The rescuers, wearing gas masks, 


were working in relays. 


Ten other miners who were on 


the explosion level at the time of 
the mishap, were rescued. 
They 


were suffering from "bad air" but 
none was seriously affected. 


The rescue squad had to "patch" 


punctures in the air ventilating sys- 
tem as it progressed along the de- 
clining level so that poisonous gas 
caused by the explosion might be 
withdrawn from the" pit Ruckman 
explained. 


The mine is about one mile north 


of this western Kentucky town. 
f State Mine Inspector John Daniel 
^reported to Governor A. B. Chand- 
ler in Frankfort he understood car- 
bon monoxide gas had formed af- 
ter the explosion. 


Rescue men, who declined to be 


quoted by name, advanced the opin- 
ion underground gas caused the ex- 
plosion. 


Nine men, none hurt seriously, 


had been brought to the surface 
from the level on which the blast 
occurred last night at the Duvin 
Mining company's pit.

Elgin, HI.—PR—Bud Egholm of 


Oklahoma City, "Okla., reported to 
police here today that he was ab- 
ducted in Kenosha, Wis., last night 
by a man he identified from pic- 
tures as Jack Russell, an escaped 
convict sought in four states for 
questioning about the slaying of 
Billy L. Hamilton, 23. 


Egholm said the man approached 


him after a ball game in Kenosha 
last night and asked him for a ride 
down the street. When he was seat- 
ed in the car, Egholm reported, he 
opened a brief case, displayed a pis- 
tol, and said: "I've already killed 
one man. You'd better do what I 
tell you." 


Identifies Picture 


The man directed him to drive to 


Elgin. Arriving there, he ordered 
him out of his car and drove rapid- 
ly away. Just before leaving he told 
Egholm: TH leave your car in the 
1500 hundred block on W. Madison 
street in Chicago." 


Egholdm identified his abductor 


from a newspaper picture of Rus- 
sell, police said. Egholm said he 
was in Kenosha on a visit 


Egholm, .who is 23, told Police 


Chief Joseph G. Huber his captor 
kept the pistol pointed at him 


] throughout the ride. He said he was 
j directed to drive first to Lake Gen- 
| ova, Wis.. and warned not to drive 
faster 
than 25 miles 
an hour 


through towns and 40 miles an hour 
on the road. 


'Tm in too deep now to let any- 


one stop me," he said the man told 
him. 'Tm not going to let anything 
stand in. my way." 


Egholm was forced to give up S5,

Head of State Medical So- 


ciety 
Is 
Facing 


Two Charges 


Eaton Ronge, La. —CP)— The state 


university's spreading scandal in- 
cluded today indictments against 
the head of the Louisiana Medical 
society, the school's former presi- 
dent and two of his former aids. 


The medical society president Dr. 


Clarence A. Lorio, state senator, and 
member of the school's board of su- 
pervisors, was charged with embez- 
zling and receiving stolen property. 


Dr. James Monroe Smith, whose 


resignation and flight from the 
school he headed nine years broke 
open the scandal, was charged on 23 
counts ranging from altering rec- 
ords to allow himself a "bonus" to 
forging the name of the late Gov- 
ernor Oscar K. Allen. 


The others indicted were E. N. 


Jackson, business manager of the 
university, and SOO-pound George 
Caldwell, recently ousted construc- 
tion superintendent of the school 
Caldwell already is under federal 
charges of diverting WPA mate- 
rials to private use. 


Twenty-nine 
indictments 
alto- 


gether -were returned against the 
four men last night by the parish 
grand jury investigating the univer- 
sity's garbled affairs. 


Smith, handpicked by the late 


Huey P. Long to guide the school 
into which had been, poured mil- 
lions of state money, two weeks ago 
was indicted by the same jury on 
charges he swindled the •university 
out of SIOO.OOO.

charged jointly with embezzling 
school building material worth $241.

Weidner, 53 who told the police she 
clubbed her 53-year-old husband to 
death because he wouldn't take her 
out, pleaded guilty to" first degree 
murder when arraigned in muni- 
cipal court today. 


Judge N. A. Monahan ordered 


Mrs. Weidner bound over to the fall 
term of circuit court without bail 


Police Inspector Henry J. Bero 


said Mrs. Weidner confessed the 
slaying last night, nine hours after 
Weidner's body, the head battered, 
was found in his bed. 
~Bero said Mrs. 
Weidner listed 


numerous grievances, among them 
one that her husband "never took 
her cut" 


Claims Mind "Blank" 


Bero said Mrs. Weidner maintain- 


ed her mind was "blank" after she 
went into the .basement in her 
nightgown to get the club, a steel 
banded pike pole of the type used 
by paper mill workers. The steel 
hooks bad been removed from the 
pole. 


Originally Mrs. Weidner said her 


husband, a paper mill worker, came 
home about 11 o'clock Thursday 
night with a friend she knew only 
as "Henry." 


A daughter who came home later 


said Weidner was in bed. 


Bero related that in the confession 


Mrs. Weidner said she went to the 
basement after the children had 
retired, and returned with the club: 
She said she did not remember how 
many times she struck her hus- 
band. 


The Weidners were married here 


March 1, 1927. It was the second 
marriage for both. 
Union Speaker 


Assails Board 


Asks Audience to Take 


Part in Mass Pick-. 


eting Next Week 


Milwaukee—£P)—A union speaker 


defied today an order by the state 
employment relations board pro- 
hibiting mass picketing in front of 
the Allen-Bradley company plant, 
where a strike was called ten weeks 
ago. 


Fred Wolter, president of the CIO 


United Electrical Radio and Ma- 
chine Workers' union, challenged 
the board in a talk to 600 persons 
who demonstrated near the factory 
gates. 


He invited all who were present 


to engage in mass picketing Mon- 
day and Tuesday in defiance of the 
order limiting picketing to 15 per- 
sons. 


"We want to show the state labor 


board that Wisconsin still is a part 
of the United States and that we are 
governed by national laws which 
give us these rights," Wolter de- 
clared. 


Board spokesmen said they were 


not certain whether the demonstra-' 
tion constituted a violation of the 
board's order. One said that viola- 
tion of the order would result in a 
request for a circuit court order en- 
forcing it

Washington—GR—Asserting WPA 


strikes throughout the country had 
proved "embarrassing" to their 
cause, Senator Murray (D-Mont.) 
announced in "Washington today 
that a group of senators who favor 
WPA payment of prevailing wage 
scales had decided to abandon 
temporarily any attempt to revive 
this issue in. congress. 


Prevailing wages were paid skill- 


ed workers until congress, in new 
relief legislation, substituted a se- 
curity wage provision based on a 
130-hour work month. Over this 
change the strikes arose. 


Senator Murray, author of an 


amendment to restore the prevail- 
ing wages, said that advocates--of 
the plan decided at a meeting yes- 
terday that the '^present strike sit- 
uation renders it inopportune to 
press immediately for a restora- 
tion of the prevailing - wage prin- 
ciple." 


President Can Act 


Murray said that those who at- 


tended yesterday's meeting agreed 
that President Roosevelt had the 
power to restore the 
prevailing 


wage standards-under existing law. 


Murray said it was "the earnest 


hope" of the group of 
senators 


sponsoring restoration of the pre- 
vailing wage that current negotia- 
tions would result in "restoration 
of amicable relations between the 
WPA and its skilled workers." 


"Conditions resulting from the 


strikes existing on WPA projects 
have proved embarrassing to those 
favoring the 
prevailing wage 


amendment," he said. "The remov- 
al of tb's condition "will enhance 
the chances for favorable consid- 
eration of the proposal at this' ses- 
sion." " " 


•Federation Proposal 
The American 
Federation 


Labor proposed today, as an Im- 
mediate solution of strife over new 
WPA wage rates, that the admin- 
istration restore prevailing rates on 
projects already started or auth- 
orized and hold up additional WPA 
construction until the new reliej 
act is changed. 


William Green, president of the 


federation, disclosed that he anc 
other A. P. of L. leaders had made 
fhig suggestion in separate confer- 
ences yesterday with President 
Roosevelt and John M. Carmody 
the new federal works administra- 
tor. 


Neither the president nor the 


works chieftain made any com- 
mitment regarding the proposal, he 
said, but he "rather hoped" the 
chief executive would make a pub- 
lic statement on the matter soon. 


Week's Weather 


statement was intended as a warn- 
ing to mothers and daughters, add- 
ing, "there is more danger than in 
the old saloon days."

former governor of Puerto Rico, 
was indicted today by a county 
grand jury on charges of forgery 
based on alleged pay roll padding 
in the city's department of public 
works. 
Reily, a Republican, is a close 


friend of Tom J. Pendergast, Dem- 
ocratic machine boss, now serving a 
sentence for income tax evasion. 


The indictment charged ReiUy in 


14 counts with forging endorse- 
ments on pay checks made out to 
persons whose names were listed on 
the pay roll of the street cleaning 
division. 


The jury's action followed sever- 


al weeks investigation by city and 


i county officials and by the grand 
| jury. Reily told investigators he 
had received the money from pay 
checks in payments of loans he had 
made.

Sums of Money to 


Wipe Out Law

terests in the near future, and one 
of its campaign objectives will be 
to "educate" the Wisconsin 'dairy, 
farmer that the state's oleo-mar- 
garine tax is of no benefit to him, 
and is potentially harmful to his 
best interests, according to R. J.

Claim Orders Lost 


It is tentatively planned to carry 


on the Wisconsin end of the cotton 
campaign through Wisconsin busi- 
nessmen and manufactures who are 
anxious to cultivate southern mar- 
kets. Testimony about loss of or- 
ders to Wisconsin firms because of 
southern retaliation against the Wis- 
consin oleo tax law was introduced 
at a committee hearing on a pro- 
posal to repeal the law this week. 


Goode admitted that the aleo re- 


pealer has slight chances of passage 
at this session of the 
legislature, 


despite Governor Heil's 
explicit 


support for it. But he hopes, he 
said, to continue work so that the 
law may eventually be removed 
from the statutes.

The United States Coast Guard is a 


branch of the public service that receives 
far too few nods of public approval or 
bouquets for the great record it has es- 
tablished and the high standard of courage 
it has maintained during its existence.

SOME SUFFERING HAS NO TONGUE 


"It is humanity to be cruel to rebels," 


said Catherine de Medicis to quiet the 
scruples of her son, Charles IX, against 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew's Eve. 


This French queen of Italian blood, 


although approving the slaughter of thou- 
srnds, was not at the time at least stoop- 
ing to that more reprehensible practice 
known as torture. 


The execution of one Cik at Barcelona 


for designing the tortures used by the 
Reds during the recent civil war indicates 
a refinement in hellishness it was not ex- 
pected could be made upon the methods 
employed during the blackest period of 
the Middle Ages. 


Cik, who admitted 
his 
crime 
but 


claimed he was ordered to it by higher- 
ups, proceeded upon the idea that tortures 
become the more maddening the longer 
they are stretched out. Designing special 
rims to keep the victims' eyes open as 
they were placed before blazing lights and 
constructing noise machines that must 
have pounded at the membrane covering 
the brains until reason fled, was Cik's 
improvement upon the wheel and rack, 
the sharp comb, the burning tiles, the 
vault in which the victim was bent dou- 
ble, pouring vinegar into the nostrils or 
that super-exquisite touch of the inferno 
know as flaying by which the skin was 
removed, and will stand a patent for its 
newness. 


Although some European nations did 


not abolish torture until after 1800 this 
method of handling reputed or alleged 
enemies of the state never was transplant- 
ed to America. A few "witches" suf- 
fered fire here in an effort to destroy the 
imp that lodged within them but torture 
as such simply would not grow in. our soil. 


This method of man's inhumanity to- 


ward man which was resurrected hi glee 
by the Eeds in Spain after having slept 
for well over a century should have the 
same effect upon judging the men who 
participated as it had upon mankind at 
an earlier time when people became hor- 
rified at viewing the very hellishness to 
which they had descended.

The 
captain and his crew then go fishing on shares, 
each man getting a part of the proceeds of eac 
expedition. If they no catchurn fish, no catchum 
money. An average fishing trip of ten days 
howver, is likely to net each fisherman up t 
$150—a sum of money which, as the boys or 
Broadway remark, is not hay.

Like almost everyone else, the Gloucester 


fishermen are bold gamblers. It is not unusua 
for two fishing boats, having completed thei 
catch, to wager their complete hauls on which 
will reach port first. This means that ever> 
man aboard both boats, right down to th 
galley boy, is'staking every cent of the trip's 
proceeds on the ability of his sjiip and his 
captain. 


This is a rawdy-dowdy way of living, I suspect 


but I can't stifle an emotion of admiration. Here 
are men, hard as a miser's heart, who fight the 
sea for fish to turn into gold and who, withou 
blinking an eyelash, risk that embryonic golc 
on their ability to beat the other boys home 
What the losing fishermen's wives say when 
their mates return without any seafood I do no- 
know, and there is even a possibility I do not 
use that kind of language. But no matter how 
you look upon wagering, there is no denying 
that this is apt to be a zestful mode of making 
a living.

Washington—A few weeks ago 


the Federal Treasury 'received a 
check for $164.72 from Wiley J. 
Langley of Jasper, Alabama, who 
had been a tenant farmer nearly 
all of his life. 


You might think that $164 would 


cause no great excitement in official 
Washington—but the delivery of 
this particular check was pretty 
important to Uncle Sam. It marked 
a significant milestone in the gov- 
ernment's effort to help*sharecrop- 
pers and tenant farmers buy land 
of then- own. 


Langley was the first tenant in 


the United States to become a land- 
owner under the Bankhead-Jones 
Farm Tenant Act. A little more 
than a year ago. he borrowed $3,- 
800 to buy the 180-acre cotton farm 
which he had been operating as a 
tenant for three years. At that 
time the 59-year-old farmer was 
heavily in debt; his chattel property 
was mortgaged; the house 
was 


badly in need of repair, Mrs. Lang- 
ley, who had raised 12 children, 
was trying her best to make a com- 
fortable home with kerosne lamps, 
an old wood stove, and no modern 
conveniences. 


Today the Langleys have paid 


off the first annual installment of 
$164.72 on their debt to the gov- 
ernment and they hope to repay 
the rest of the $3,800 in far less 
time than the 40 years allowed 
them. Their home has been put in 
good condition, electricity has been 
installed—and the family is living 
far better than it ever has before. 


Instead of planting virtually all 


of the land to cotton — as most 
southern tenants do—Langley has 
embarked on a sound program of 
diversified 
farming which will 


protect his soil from erosion, pro- 
duce a larger, 
more dependable 


income and provide most of^ the 
family's food supply. 
Within the 


last year, for example, he has raised 
15 hogs and a beef; 57 gallons of 
molasses, and 60 bushels of pota- 
toes; and his milk cows have pro- 
duced 1,500 gallons of milk. 


By raising a large garden and 


canning 300 quarts of fruit and 
vegetables, Mrs. Xangley has been 
able to set a good table. Most im- 
portant of all, the family's 
net 


worth has increased bv more than 
?600. 


Similar Gains Elsewhere 


Similar gains have been reported 


by most of the 7,000 other tenant 
families which have bought their 
own farmsteads in the last two 
years with FSA help. 


To the taxpayer, however, the 


most important fact is that these 
people — chosen from one of the 
neediest groups in'the nation—are 
repaying their loans before the date 
due. Installments totaling 
about 


$103,000 have fallen due; but al- 
ready nearly $139,000 has been paid 
into the Federal Treasury. 


In other words, collections. have 


amounted to 135 per cent of ma- 
turities, because many of the bor- 
rowers are working vigorously to 
pay off their debt in advance. There 
is every prospect that all of these 
tenant purchase loans will be re- 
paid in full, with three per cent 
interest; and that the government's 
attack on the evils of farm tenancy 
will not cost the taxpayer a single 
E>enny.

So far, however, a complete solu- 


tion for America's farm tenancy 
problem is nowhere in sight. Con- 
gress has provided for a gradual 
expansion of the Bankhead-Jones 
program to the point where it will 
lelp about 10,000 families a year 
.0 buy their own farms. Even if 
;he tenancy problem were grow- 
ing no worse,, it would he many 
generations before this program 
could re-establish the nation's farm- 
ers on their own land. 


Unfortunately, the 
problem 
is 


trowing worse. Nearly half of all 
;he farmers in this country 
al- 


ready are renters or sharecroppers, 
and the number of tenant families 
s increasing at the rate of about 
40.000 a year. 
With its present 


imited resources, the Farm Secur- 
ty Administration cannot even halt 
.he increase in farm tenancy, much 
ess help the 2.800.000 families who 
already have fallen into a tenant 
status. 


Department of Agriculture offi- 


cials are not discouraged, however. 
A start has been made, and they 
feel that it has proved to be a 
.horoughly sound one, which in- 
volves virtually no cost to the gov- 
ernment. When the country is ready 
or it. the machinery is set up for 
a really large-scale attack on the 
evils of farm tenancy.

"I am struck with how much less people are 


reading now than, they did when I was young," 
says John Masefield, who adds that he cannot 
wonder at the fact "because the citizens of to- 
day have so many other amusements open to 
them. It is idle to expect that they should aban- 
don their new toys for the toys which delighted 
the last generation.'' 


It is evident that the poet laureate is permit- 


ting himself to indulge in the prerogative of 
age and authority by expressing regret at the 
passing of the good old days. We have every 
respect for his high official position and many 
of us have enjoyed reading his poetry, espe- 
cially the sea verses he wrote when he was 
very young. But his plaint fails to win unani- 
mous support. In the first place, it is worth 
noting that his speech was made on the occa- 
sion of the opening of a new building of the 
City literary institution of London, in itself an 
admission of the need of more extensive quar- 
ters for the readers of today. And, in the sec- 
ond place, reports from circulating libraries 
and book clubs show that more books are is- 
sued and sought by more readers today than 
ever before in the history of publication. 


Of course it is true that folks today have 


found many new toys, but good books are not 
toys. They are cherished as much as ever. In- 
dividual authors may have reason to complain 
that their own creations are not read, but that 
is hardly the fault of readers, who have the 
right to read what they prefer. The libraries 
and the publishers report a prosperous season 
with several items on their lists running to 
hundreds or thousands of copies.—Buffalo Ex- 
press.

VERSUS VTTE AND YOUTH 


Early in youth, unfortunately for 


America, convention imposes upon 
the growing child the concept that 
it is proper, correct, refined or 
'-'nonchalant" to remain indifferent 
or impassive until the natural im- 
pulse or stimulus to play passes. 


Desire or eagerness to jplay. that 


is, to engage in some sort of phys- 
ical activity, game, competition, 
pastime in which skill, speed or 
agility enagles one to excel, is a 
normal physiological manifestation 
of youth. When that impulse or de- 
sire passes 
or declines youth is 
over. 


Cigarettes and cocktails are ths 


great destroyers of youth today, i 
am dealing strictly with physiology, 
health, hygiene, and my observa- 
tions have no reference to moral or 
ethical aspects of the subject 


Of course a good many morons, 


individuals with mental capacity no 
greater than that of a normal 
twelve-year-old child, smoke and 
drink in youth merely in childish 
imitation of others; they haven't 
sufficient 
character or self-con- 


fidence to decline an invitation or 
a challenge given by some person 
whom they, in their childish way, 
consider sophisticated. But these 
morons are quite as susceptible to 
good example, good environment, 
as they are to the other thing. It is 
well to remember that a large por- 
tion of the population of the coun- 
try, many of the best parents, the 
best soldiers, the best citizens, are 
moron. Too many morons entertain 
a wrcng notion of the meaning of 
the term; too many people abuse 
the term. 


Artificial and always injurious 


restraint of the natural physiolo- 
gical impulse or inclination to ac- 
tivity begin in school, under the 
ancient martinet discipline still en- 
forced by reactionary pedagogues.

"THE LAND IS BRIGHT1 BY 


ARCHIE BINNS. 
In 1937 Archie Binns produced 


his first best seller, "The Laurels 
Are Gut Down," a family chronicle 
of three generations which covers 
a period of 50 years in the early 
history of this country. His 1939 
contribution to fiction,' "The Land 
is Bright," is equally worthy of 
note. It tells the story of the mass 
migration to the Oregon country 
in the 1850's .which 
the 
author 


describes, as the greatest movement 
of people since the Children of 
Israel left Egypt in search of the 
Promised Land 3,000. years earlier. 


Archie Binns springs from an 


adventurous family. His mother 
was born on board a ship off the 
Ambrose lighthouse when his fa- 
ther was captain of the vessel. His 
grandfather, a cotton blockade run- 
ner during the Civil war, was kill- 
ed at sea at the age of 31 and 
buried off the Cape of Good Hope.

From West's persistent heart bid- 
ding, and East's eventual double of 
five spades, it was fairly obvious 
that a bad spade break could be ex- 
pected. Just how bad it would be 
there was no way of telling, but 
of one thing South was certain, and 
that was1 that he could well af- 
ford to shorten his own trump suit. 
Perhaps it would not be necessary, 
but then again it might be. Thus, in- 
stead of •winning with the heart ace 
and discarding from the South hand, 
the heart king was ducked in dum- 
my and South ruffed with the spade 
three. The lead of a low spade to 
dummy's jack brought out just how 
necessary it had been for declarer to 
use his foresight West's failure to 
follow marked East with all four 
missing trumps, and it was obvious 
that heroic measures would be re- 
quired to hold him to the ace and 
king without also conceding the ten 
spot. East took the spade jack with 
the king and returned the ten of 
diamonds (as good defense as any). 
This was allowed to ride to dum- 
my's jack anH the deuce of spades 
was returned. East went up with the 
ace and led another diamond, the 
nine spot. Again declarer ducked, 
winning in dummy with the queen. 
The seven of hearts was led back 
and a second superfluous trump was 
shed by South on a ruff. Now the 
ja'ck of clubs was overtaken with 
the queen, and the heart ace was 
deliberately ruffed with the spade 
eight, thereby reducing declarer's 
trump length to a level with East's. 


Now a crucial decision had to be 


made. Did East have another dia- 
mond, or not? The diamond deuce 
had not yet come to light and, since 
there had been no reason for either 
East or West to hold it out, the pre- 
sumption -was that East originally 
had held the 10-9-2. On this reason- 
ing, declarer laid down the diamond 
see. When it held he overtook the 
club king with dummy's ace and 
played the club ten, discarding the 
diamond king. Now, with only two 
cards left in all hands, and the play- 
still in dummy, declarer's Q-9 of 
trumps formed a perfect tenace over 
East's 10-4. Declarer could lead eith- 
er dummy's diamond or club and 
claim the last two and fulfilling 
tricks. 


It must be noted that declarer's 


ruff of the opening lead and his 
successive heart ruffs were abso- 
lutely necessary to effect this grand 
coup. It should also be observed 
that he was running no risk when 
he ruffed the opening lead.

"We try to rear our children in the way we were reared. We want 


them to have good times but we think they can enjoy themselves with- 
out keeping late hours at road houses and dance halls, without smoking 
and drinking and petting. When we try to maintain our standards we are 
continually met with the wail, "We are the only ones that aren't allowed. 
Everybody else can go but we have to lose all the good times. We'll be 
left out of everything." 


When people live in the community that has standards close to their 


own this problem is easier. The mothers get together and plan the enter- 
tainments and arrange for the safety as well as the pleasure of the chil- 
dren. The one or two families who refuse to help do not matter and soon 
are left out of consideration. If for one reason or another a family is 
forced into a community the standards of which do not measure up to 
theirs the difficulty is greater. 


Usually the schools help, and always the churches. The young people 


haye social meetings and entertainments and get to know each other 
well enough to form friendships based on common interests. This helps 
tremendously. Gifted children get together in groups that form quartettes, 
and sometimes orchestras. Some- 
tunes they form dramatic clubs un- 
der a good leader and the rehear- 
sals offer fine opportunities for all 
kinds of parties. The grand per- 
formance at the end gives force to 
the long series of rehearsals. 


Sometimes there is neither church 


nor school nor community support 
for the family stranded in an un- 
sympathetic circle. Then all the 
father and mother can do is to form 
the family into a group as self-suf- 
ficient as possible. In every neigh- 
borhood there are people who will 
lend themselves to strengthening 
such a group. There are always 
a few righteous men to save the 
city. And, when worst comes to 
worst the head of the house can al- 
ways say, "As for me and my house, 
we serve the Lord."

The Home Gardener 


By Edwin H. Perkins 


Few gardeners setra to have a 


knowledge of liquid plant food 
and what it will do. Experienced 
gardeners realize its value. It is a 
safe stimulant, which is very quick 
to act Since the food has been re- 
duced to liquid state, it is conveni- 
ent to handle and starts soil bac- 
teria into rapid multiplication. 


Liquid plant food can be made 


by dissolving any of the tablet-form 
plant foods in small quantities of 
water. An average plant-food tablet 
dissolved in a gallon of water is 
about right. If you have nothing but 
the commercial fertilizers at hand, 
you can concoct a suitable food by 
dissolving a level teaspoonful of this 
in a gallon of water, or, if you want 
to go along with the majority of 


gardeners, you will prepare a con- 
tainer of liquid food made by dis- 
solving either cow or sheep ma- 
nure in a large quantity of water. 


To make this recommended food, 


take about one quart of either cow 
or sheep manure and place it in a 
bag of ample size. Suspend the 
bag in a five-gallon bucket from a 
stick placed across the top of the 
container used. Fill the container 
with water and allow the whole to 
steep for several days. After the 
water has absorbed all the strength 
in the manure, the bag can be lifted 
and the residue disposed of. For 
use, this liquid, which becomes our 
stock, is diluted to the color of weak 
tea and poured around the plants 
after first having thoroughly soak«d 
the ground.

SATURDAY TALK 


While aboard a train traveling 


between Chicago and New York, I 
met a nine-year-old girl with curly 
golden hair and blue eyes. Her 
name is Ann Penseyres, and she 
had come to the United States from 
Panama with her mother on a vaca- 
tion trip. 


Although her parents are Amer- 


icans. Ann was born in Panama, 
and has lived there most of her life. 
I decided to ask her questions, and 
to use her answers in our column. 
Here are facts about her life which 
she gave to me: 


"I live in the village of Gatun. 


I think there are about 300 families 
there. Some of them are white and 
some are brown. The brown peo- 
ple live in a separate part of the vil- 
lage. 


"The houses in the village are one 


story high, but they have concrete 
basements which are partly open. 
We go down steps to get to the 
basement. We have laundry tubs in 
the basement and a place to keep 
our automobile, and swings and 
hammocks. On a hot day, it's nice 
to go into the cool basement, and 
lie in a hammock. 


"One interesting thing is to go to 


the edge of the Panama canal and 
watch the ships go by. I see battle- 
ships and ocean liners. The people 
don't get off the ocean liners at 
Gatun, but often they wave to peo- 
ple on shore, and sometimes talk 
to them. 


"I like to swim, but not in the 


canal. There are alligators in the 
canal, and they are dangerous, and 
that's why I don't like to go into 
the water. To take a swim, I go 
to Gatun lake or else to a concrete 
swimming pool near the city of 
Colon, about nine miles away. 


"Some men swim in the canal 


and catch alligators by throwing 
ropes around them. They have to 
be careful of the alligator's tail 
because it might swing. around and 
hurt them. 
Alligators can also 


bite, and one bite might cut off a 
person's leg. 


"Alligators are shot mostly to 


get the skin. From the skin, peo- 
ple make purses, belts and shoes. 
I had some shoes •with toes made 
from alligator skin, and they wore 
very well. 


"Children catch baby alligators 


and sell them to the owners of Chi- 
nese or Japanese stores. Alter a 
little alligator is stuffed, the store- 
keeper will put lights inside the 
eyes and mouth, and place it over 
the doorway of his store." 


Ann had other interesting things 


to tell about the life of a child 
in Panama. Next Saturday I plan 
to give the rest of her story.
